This means that The prohibition party will expect to find welcome in one- 
j third of the commonwealth of the Union. The statement made by Charles 
I R. Jones of this city, who is chairman of the prohibition national coin 
t mittee, . the North American Press Syndicate is as follows: 
“ The national prohibition convention at Columbus, Ohio, next year 
i will be one of the most significant events of 1908 politics, and set
